AWARDS  IN  B.  R  S. 

I  HIS  year  being  the  200th  Anniversary  of  the  birth  of  George  Wash- 
ington, the  Bi-Centennial  Commission  in  Washington  has  been 
carrying  on  a  nation-wide  program  to  spread  and  strengthen  the 
spirit  of  Washington. 

The  first  contest  Bogota  High  entered  was  sponsored  by  the  D.  A.  R., 
Leonia  Chapter  and  included  nineteen  other  high  schools  in  Bergen  County. 
The  essay  contest  was  open  to  Seniors  and  was  to  consist  of  approximately 
1200  words  on  "The  Life  and  Times  of  Washington."  The  compositions  of 
Marguerite  Grassing,  Grace  Goodwin,  and  Carolyn  Reim  were  sent  to  the 
oilicials.  Miss  Grassing  won  second  prize  in  the  D.  A.  R.  contest.  The 
prize  she  won  for  her  essay  on  "Our  Washington,  A  Human  Being"  was  a 
beautiful  jade  ring. 

The  second  contest  we  entered  was  the  National  Contest  held  by  the  Bi- 
Centennial  Commission  in  Washington.  Members  of  the  Sophomore,  Junior, 
and  Senior  classes  competed  for  honors.  The  participants  were  allowed  to 
write  on  any  one  of  the  eight  suggested  phases  of  Washington's  life,  and 
the  essays  were  to  be  about  seven  hundred  words.  These  were  to  be  judged 
by  members  of  the  History  and  English  Departments  on  historical  accuracy, 
literary  value,  and  originality  of  treatment.  Miss  Stimson  won  first  prize 
among  the  school  contestants,  and  is  thereby  exempt  from  her  final  Exam  in 
June.  Her  essay  was  sent  to  compete  in  the  county  and  state  contest.  Miss 
Stimson  won  first  prize  in  the  county,  and  second  in  the  state.  She  revealed 
to  us,  not  the  soldier  Washington  nor  the  statesman  Washington,  but  the 
farmer  Washington,  which  is  perhaps  the  least  known  though  the  most  inter- 
esting phase  of  Washington's  life.  Her  historical  background  was  accurate, 
and  her  treatment  of  the  material  and  originality  in  composing  were  of  fine 
literary  value  and  quite  well  deser\ed  the  honors  she  received. 

Miss  Stimson  was  presented  with  her  award,  a  fine  bronze  replica  of 
Washington,  by  County  Superintendent  Harding  in  Assembly,  April  28.  Miss 
Helen  Roch  received  second  place  among  the  contestants  in  Bogota  High 
School. 

Although  today  we  recognize  and  appreciate  the  genuine  and  deep- 
rooted  patriotism  of  Washington,  we  ourselves  are  not  as  much  awake  to 
the  fervor  of  feeling  for  our  native  land  as  he  was.  We,  no  doubt,  have  much 
patriotism,  but  it  is  dormant,  unawakened.  The  George  Washington  Bi- 
Centennial  Commission  in  Washington  is  making  a  sincere  attempt  to  re- 
vive our  slumbering  spirits.  They  are  sponsoring  contests,  staging  pagaents, 
circulating  pamphlets  and  literary  material — all  to  further  our  knowledge 
of  Washington;  to  acquaint  us  with  pictures  of  which  we  do  not  dream  of 
ccMinecting  with  Washington;  and  to  show  us  that  Washington  was  not  a 
superhuman  god  on  earth,  but  a  human  being,  firm  in  his  beliefs,  steady  in 
his  paths  of  responsibilities,  and  a  truly  great  man.
